It does 
not take long for a child to le.-Vrn the rudiments. After that, once 
he begins to play tunes, if lie has any aptitude at all, and if he keeps 
at it, he enjoys the piano, 
O ut of that enjoyment come the permanent satisfactions to the 
spirit of the great World of music, w hich is indeed fun. 


i f CARRY (LEVI LANO NYIRI, Ph.D. 
SOME parents and teachers in 
our democracy, disgusted with 
the constant demands on chil­ 
dren and adults In totalitarian 
countries to conform to tyranni­ 
cal regulations, suppose they 
should not teach children to con­ 
form at all. Indeed, a few parents 
and teachers Interpret democracy 
at home and school as letting ev­ 
ery person do about as he pleases. 
But that's virtually anarchy. 
There's nothing In the basic 
principles of democracy which 
denies conformity to reasonable 
regulations. You and I can’t drive 
down a street without conforming 
to certain trafflo rules. We can’t 
drive our car from our garage 
without conforming to the law 
requiring us to have a license 
plate on our car. You easily could 
name a score of things you must 
do or are not allowed to do be­ 
cause of certain governmental 
regulations. Every citizen of our 
nation must learn to conform to 
these regulations. Nevertheless, 
we wisely and proudly acclaim 
our freedoms and our democracy. 
We Elect Lawmakers 
Human experiences make It ob­ 
vious that there must be certain 
regulations Haws) for the protec­ 
tion and welfare of all of us. Yet 
in our democracy we have a voice 
in making these regulations. We 
elect persons to draw up the nec­ 
essary laws. But children don’t 
vote for these representatives. 
Excepting in a few places, they 
don't vote till they are twenty- 
one, though there Is strong pub­ 
lic sentiment that they should be 
able to at eighteen. 
In the home, even In the school, 
most parents and teachers wisely 
let children, long before they are 
eighteen, have a voice in making 
certain regulations for the com­ 
mon good of the respective 
groups. Even before the child Is 
five or six he may have a voice 


In arriving at these necessary 
regulations. 
Yet the responsibility for en­ 
forcing these regulations or win­ 
ning the children to conform to 
them, rests, In the last analysis, 
with the parent and teacher. 
Many parents and teachers are, 
of course, so clever and skillful at 
winning necessary conformities, 
that their authority rarely is In 
evidence to the children. 
I have always maintained that 
good upbringing of the child, 
good preparation of him for our 
wider democracy, requires that 
he shall conform to certain regu­ 
lations long before he is able to 
see the reason why, provided 
these regulations are so reason­ 
able that he will discover later 
that they have been reasonable. 
For the health, safety and later 
happiness of the young child, he 
needs thus to conform. He needs 
to conform also for the welfare 
of the rest of his family and the 
rights of other people. 
As this child grows older he 
needs to conform to certain other 
family regulations—to a some­ 
what regular time for going to 
bed, arriving at meals, and to reg­ 
ulations of the use of TV and the 
Uke. He may find it easier, of 
course, to conform lf he has had 
something to say about the draw­ 
ing Up of these regulations. Yet 
with his limited experiences, his 
voice may not, properly, always 
bear equal weight with the voice 
of the parents. Likewise at school, 
his voice may not wisely bear 
equal weight with the voice of his 
teacher. But the skillful teacher 
can lead the child to see that he 
does have a voice, and that his 
wishes and Ideas are given due 
consideration. 
At school, many a teacher who 
Is over-eager to let each child 
have ample freedom, does not re­ 
quire enough conformities desir­ 
able for the welfare of the group, 
though a few require too many.
